1. On 17 September 1949, idjor General HAN Liuewen was plddning "to comp lete 
the evacuation of his 7 Cavalry Srigade from Chitai (89-28, 44.91) by 24 
September, major General iA Ch*eng~hsiang's Svacuation of his troops from 
Sinkiang Provinces was to be completed ag rapidly as transport facilities 
would permit, but it was feared that lack of trucks might delay the 
completion of the movement until the end of September, s.ajor General 
HAS Yung-fu's 6 Cavalry brigade at Lianass (Suilei = 66-19, 44,21) waa to 
be withdrawn last, probably beginning ites movement about 26 September, 
The destination of these troops was to be Chiuchuan (98-33, 59-46), Kansu 
Provinoe, Should Chiuchuan already bo Occupied by Chinese Communists 
_ before the Tungkan troops reach it, the Tungkans were to try to reach 
’ Szechuan Provinces by way of Tsinghai and Sikang,* 


zo KA Ch’ eng-hsiang had abandoned his idea of making @ stand at shotan (Hotisa = 
79-56, 37207), but it was possible that a strong Chinese Communist push into 
western Kansu and western Tsinghai tignt force the Tungkaas into the area 
south of the lakla uakan Lesert. the attitude among the Tungkans was one of 
pessimism and defeat, ana their only aim was to escape from the Illi and 
Chinese Gomnunist forces, wa Puefang's collapse ana the hopeless supply 
situation had contributed to their Gis couragement., 


o Un 17 Septembar 1949 Lieutenant veneral T'AO Chiheyuch wag Planning to leave 
Tinua by air within a week. ‘the plans of YEH Cheng , commanaing general of 
tne 78 Army, were unknowa., There had been no word of any movement at 


25X1C sashgar on the part of ClAO Rsi-xuang, commanding general of the 42 Army, —

Eowever, some of the Chinese members of the provincial government, lad by 
Secretary General LIU Leng-oh'un, were trying to delay the evacuation (#3). 
It is probable that this group of Chinese would rather have the control of 
Sinkiang ro to the Chinese Communists than to the Ili regime, By delaying 
the troop evacuation until the arrival of Chinese Communist troops in 
western kansu, L.U%g group could turn Communist ano Possibly hold Tihua aad 
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eastern Sinkiang until the arrival of the Cainsse Comnunist forces, If 
25X1C this oceurs, the Central Gove rrment troops, having turnsd Communist, 
might resist the 114 forcogs4 a
